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Al  umnae  and  Envoys  Inaugurate  1964 
Program;  Announce  Fund  Goals 

Alumnae  and  Envoys  kicked-off  the  1964  Continuing  Support  Pro- 
gram for  Avila  College  on  Sunday  evening,  Feb.  9,  at  a dinner  meeting  at 
the  College.  John  Bachofer,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Councilors  and 
master  of  ceremonies,  announced  that  one-fourth  of  the  $125,000  goal  for 
the  year  has  been  pledged  in  advance  of  the  kick-off. 

Guest  speaker  at  the  dinner  was  Dr.  Leo  C.  Muller,  assistant  to  the 
president  of  St.  Louis  University.  Dr.  Muller  is  a recognized  spokesman 
for  the  support  of  higher  education  of  women.  Besides  authoring  many 
articles  on  public  understanding  and  support  for  higher  education,  he  has 
co-authored  one  book  and  co-edited  another  on  the  education  of  women. 


Envoy  Program 

Envoys  will  call  upon  local  business 
and  industry  between  Feb.  10  and  Feb. 
19,  Maurice  Nugent,  a member  of  the 
Avila  College  faculty  and  co-chairman 
of  the  1964  Envoy  program,  announced 
at  the  Envoy  workshop.  Purpose  of  the 
Envoy  calls  will  be  two-fold,  following 
the  aims  of  the  organization  adopted  last 
year:  1)  to  acquaint  Kansas  Citians  with 
the  long-range  development  program  of 
Avila  College;  2)  to  obtain  Kansas  City’s 
support  for  the  expansion  of  campus 
facilities,  faculty  quality,  and  curricula 
enrichment  as  outlined  in  the  develop- 
ment program. 

The  1964  goal  for  the  total  Continuing 
Support  Program  has  been  set  at 
$125,000.  The  funds  will  furnish  the  127- 
student  dormitory  and  the  Student  Cen- 
ter which  will  be  built  during  the  coming 
year.  The  Envoys  will  assist  the  college 
administration  in  realizing  this  goal. 

Mr.  Nugent  commended  the  Envoy 
efforts  for  the  first  year  of  the  program 
and  noted  that  the  initial  efforts  of  the 
Continuing  Support  Program  made  it 
possible  for  the  college  to  invest  $91,000 
during  1963  in  the  furnishings  of  the  two 
new  buildings  on  the  119th  and  Wornall 
Road  Campus. 

Co-Chairman  on  the  Envoys  is  Thomas 
Reardon  who  served  in  the  same  capacity 
last  year.  Mr.  Reardon  outlined  last 


year’s  achievements  of  the  Envoys  who 
have  thus  far  contacted  145  businesses 
and  individuals.

The  college  was  notified  recently  of 
its  acceptance  by  the  nationwide  women’s 
organization,  and  approval  of  the  college 
makes  all  four  year  graduates  eligible 
for  membership. 

AAUW  Origin 

The  American  Association  of  Univer- 
sity Women  grew  out  of  tthe  Association 
of  Collegiate  Alumnae,  an  organization 
founded  in  1882  by  women  graduates  of 
eight  colleges  and  universities:  Oberlin, 
Vassar,  Michigan,  Cornell,  Wisconsin, 
Boston,  Smith,  and  Wellesley.  The 
AAUW  develops  a study-action  program 
in  education,  world  problems,  cultural  in- 
terests and  community  problems.  It 
grants  over  eighty  individual  graduate 
fellowships  a year  to  women  in  their 
last  year  of  doctoral  work  or  in  post- 
doctoral efforts.  These  fellowships  total 
approximately  $250,000  a year.  About 
half  are  granted  to  women  from  emerg- 
ing countries  of  Africa.  National  mem- 
bership exceeds  154,000  and  there  are 
some  1,500  branches  of  the  organization. 
AAUW  Activities 

Mrs.  Doyle,  who  attended  Avila  before 
graduating  from  the  Unversity  of  Kan- 
sas, said  that  the  500  members  of  the 
local  branch  have  engaged  in  such  activi- 
ties as  a statewide  survey  on  the  aged, 
volunteer  services  for  the  Christmas 
Bureau,  sponsoring  one  hundred  out- 
standing high  school  girls  at  college- 
connected  events,  and  private  tutoring  of 
high  school  girls  who  are  in  need  of 
remedial  work. 

According  to  Mrs.  Doyle,  the  AAUW 
was  one  of  the  first  women’s  organiza- 
tions to  support  the  United  Nations. 
It  is  active  in  encouraging  support  in 
Washington  for  federal  aid  to  education 
and  equal  rights  for  women.
